DETAILED ACTION 
REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . Claims 1-5, 7-35 are found to be allowable. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

3. The applicant has cancelled previously rejected claim 36. 

4. The applicant's combination of the alkyl ester and the cyclic ketone in the specific 
ratios required combined with the exclusion of any nonionic surfactants and terpenes 
was not found in the prior art of record. Typically cleaning compositions containing 
ketones and esters would contain nonionic surfactants. Nonionic surfactants are 
normally added to reduce surface tension, aid cleaning and stabilize emulsions. It is 
unusual to specifically avoid the inclusion of these compounds. Although the prior art 
may teach these as optional ingredients, no reference was found to specifically exclude 
both the nonionic surfactant and the terpene.
